AGREEMENT FOR CONSULTANT SERVICES

THIS AGREEMENT, made and entered into this 22HC~day of ~vt.~ , 2015.

BY AND BETWEEN

AND

COUNTY OF LOS ANGELES, State of California,
hereinafter referred to as County,

CALIFORNIA CODE CHECK, INC.
hereinafter referred to as Consultant,

The parties hereto do mutually agree as follows:

1. Definition

County means either County; County, as agent for such joint powers authority or
nonprofit corporation as may be involved in the issuance of bonds, certificates of
participation, or other evidences of indebtedness to finance the work contemplated
herein; or said joint powers authority or nonprofit corporation.

2. Consultant's Services

The scope of work shall be as outlined in the Attachment dated June 30, 2015.
Consultants proposal is incorporated herein as a part of this Contract. In the event that
any conflict or inconsistency between this Contract and Consultant's proposal are found,
such conflict or inconsistency shall be resolved by giving precedence first to the Contract
and the attachments to the Contract.

No work shall commence on this project until a written Notice to Proceed is issued by
County. County does not guarantee or promise that any work will be assigned to
Consultant under this contract until a written Notice to Proceed is issued by the County.
Consultant is also referred herein as Contractor.

3. Consideration

In consideration of the performance by Consultant in a manner satisfactory to County of
the services described in Paragraph 2 above, including receipt and acceptance of such
work by Director of the County of Los Angeles Department of Public Works (hereinafter
called Director), County agrees to pay Consultant an aggregate maximum not to Exceed
program amount of Seventeen Million Dollars ($17,000,000) in the manner set forth
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immediately below and according to the Schedule of Prices attached to this Agreement
as Attachment 3. County does not guarantee any work or services of any specific
monetary amount under this Contract.

Consultant shall invoice Caunty upon the completion of tasks, subtasks, deliverables,
and other additional services specified in this Agreement, Scope of Work, and any
change orders, as applicable, and which have been approved in writing by they County.

a. Payments for the work accomplished shall be made upon verificafiion and
acceptance of such work by Director, as stated in the Attachment dated June 30,
2015, up to an aggregate maximum program amount of $17,000,000. Invoices shall
be accompanied by an analysis of work completed for the invoice period. This
analysis shall be prepared in a format satisfactory to Director.

b. Subject to the aggregate maximum not-to-exceed program amount of $17,000,000,
supplemental services or additional work may be required at County's discretion,
upon prior written authorization by Director, and will be based on Consultant's fee
schedule attached to this Agreement as Attachment 3.

c. Consultant shall not proceed with additional services not set forth in the ,cope of
work or perform services outside the Contract Term without an amendment to this
Agreement as set forth in Paragraph 49. Consultant will not be paid for any
expenditure beyond the Contract amount stipulated without an amendment to this
Agreement.

d. No Payment for Services Provided Following Expiration/Termination of Agreement:
Consultant shall have no claim against County for payment for any money or
reimbursement, of any kind whatsoever, for any service provided by Consultant after
the expiration or other termination of this Agreement. Should Consultant receive any
such payment it shall immediately notify County and shall immediately repay all such
funds to County. Payment by County for services rendered after
expiration/termination of this Agreement shall not constitute a waiver of C;ounty's
right to recover such payment from Consultant. This provision shall survive the
expiration or other termination of this Agreement.

e. If requested by the Contractor, the contract (hourly, daily, monthly, etc.) amount may,
at the sole discretion of the County, be increased annually based on tree most
recently published percentage change in the U.S. Department of Labor, Bureau of
Labor Statistics' Consumer Price Index (CPI) for the Los Angeles-Riverside-Orange
County Area for the 12-month period preceding the contract anniversary date, which
shall be the effective date for any Cost of Living Adjustment (COLA). However, any
increase shall not exceed the general salary movement granted to County
employees as determined by the Chief Executive Officer as of each July 1 for the
prior 12-month period. Furthermore, should fiscal circumstances ultimately prevent

the Board from approving any increase in County employee salaries, no COLA will
be granted. Upon approval of a COLA, a notification will be sent to the Contractor.

f. Consultant will notify County when Contract amount has been incurred up to 75% of

the Contract total.

g. County reserves the right to supplement the aggregate maximum not-to-exceed

program amount by up to twenty-five percent (25%).

4. Equipment and Supplies

Consultant agrees to furnish all necessary equipment and supplies used in the

performance of the aforementioned services at Consultant's sole cost and expense.

5. County's Responsibility

County will make available drawings, specifications, and other records as available in

County Department of Public Works' file. Notwithstanding the foregoing, County does

not represent the accuracy of the content of said materials.

6. County's Representative

Director or Director's authorized representative, shall represent County in all matters

pertaining to the services to be rendered pursuant to this Agreement.

7. Term

a. The term of this Agreement shall be for a period of five years commencing on the

date of full execution of the contract. No work will proceed until a Notice to Proceed

is issued by the County.

b. The Consultant shall notify Public Works when this Contract is within six (6) months

from the expiration of the term as provided for hereinabove. Upon occurrence of this

event, the Consultant shall send written notification to Public Works at the address

herein provided in Notices Paragraph.

c. If the County authorizes the Consultant in writing to perform services on a given

project prior to the stated expiration date, but thereafter such services are not

completed by the stated expiration date, then the expiration of the Agreement shall

be automatically extended solely to allow for the completion of such services. County

may authorize unforeseen additional services and extend the contract expiration date

as necessary to complete those services when the unforeseen additional services

are directly related to the initial scope of work and are necessary for the completion

of a given project.
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8. Assignment and Delegation

a. Consultant shall not assign its rights or delegate its duties under the AgreE~ment, or
both, whether in whole or in part, without the prior written consent of County, in its
discretion, and any attempted assignment or delegation without such con;~ent shall
be null and void. For purposes of this paragraph, County consent shall require a
written amendment to the Agreement, which is formally approved and exE~cuted by
the parties. Any payments by County to any approved delegate or assignee on
any claim under the Agreement shall be deductible, at County's sole discretion,
against the claims which Consultant may have against County.

b. Shareholders, partners, members, or other equity holders of Consultant may
transfer, sell, exchange, assign, or divest themselves of any interest they may have
therein. However, in the event any such sale, transfer, exchange, assignment, or
divestment is effected in such a way as to give majority control of Consult~int to any
person(s), corporation, partnership, or legal entity other than the majority c~~ntrolling
interest therein at the time of execution of the Agreement, such disposition is an
assignment requiring the prior written consent of County in accordance with
applicable provisions of this Agreement.

c. Any assumption, assignment, delegation, or takeover of any of the CorisultanYs
duties, responsibilities, obligations, or performance of same by any entity other than
the Consultant, whether through assignment, subcontract, delegation, merger,
buyout, or any other mechanism, with or without consideration for any reason
whatsoever without County's express prior written approval, shall be a material
breach of the Agreement which may result in the termination of the Agreement. In
the event of such termination, County shall be entitled to pursue the same remedies
against Consultant as it could pursue in the event of default by Consultant.

9. Authorization Warranty

The Consultant represents and warrants that the person executing this Contract for the
Consultant is an authorized agent who has actual authority to bind the Consultant to each
and every term, condition, and obligation of this Contract and that all requirements of the
Consultant have been fulfilled to provide such actual authority.

10. Budget Reductions

In the event that the County's Board of Supervisors adopts, in any fiscal year, <~ County
Budget which provides for reductions in the salaries and benefits paid to the majority of
County employees and imposes similar reductions with respect to County Contracts,
the County reserves the right to reduce its payment obligation under this Contract
correspondingly for that fiscal year and any subsequent fiscal year during thE~ term of
this Contract (including any extensions), and the services to be provided by the
Consultant under this Contract shall also be reduced correspondingly. The County's
notice to the Consultant regarding said reduction in payment obligation shall be
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provided within thirty (30} calendar days of the Board's approval of such actions.
Except as set forth in the preceding sentence, the Consultant shall continue to provide
all of the services set forth in this Contract.

11. Compliance with Applicable Law

a. In the performance of this Contract, Consultant shall comply with all applicable
Federal, State and local laws, rules, regulations, ordinances, directives, guidelines,
policies and procedures, and all provisions required thereby to be included in this
Contract are hereby incorporated herein by reference.

b. Consultant shall indemnify, defend, and hold harmless County, its officers,
employees, and agents, from and against any and all claims, demands, damages,
liabilities, losses, costs, and expenses, including, without limitation, defen:~e costs
and legal, accounting and other expert, consulting or professional fees, arising from,
connected with, or related to any failure by Consultant, its officers, employees,
agents, or subconsultants, to comply with any such laws, rules, regulations,
ordinances, directives, guidelines, policies, or procedures, as determined by County
in its sole judgment. Any legal defense pursuant to Consultant's indemnification
obligations under this Paragraph shall be conducted by Consultant and performed by
counsel selected by Consultant and approved by County. Notwithstancling the
preceding sentence, County shall have the right to participate in any such defense at
its sole cost and expense, except that in the event Consultant fails to provide County
with a full and adequate defense, as determined by County in its sole judgment,
County shall be entitled to retain its own counsel, including, without limitation, County
Counsel, and reimbursement from Consultant for all such costs and expenses
incurred by County in doing so. Consultant shall not have the right to enter into any
settlement, agree to any injunction or other equitable relief, or make any adrnission,
in each case, on behalf of County without County's prior written approval.

12. Compliance with Civil Rights Laws

The Consultant hereby assures that it will comply with Subchapter VI of the Civil Rights
Act of 1964, 42 USC Sections 2000 (e) (1) through 2000 (e) (17), to the end that no
person shall, on the grounds of race, creed, color, sex, religion, ancestry, age, condition
of physical handicap, marital status, political affiliation, or national origin, be e>ccluded
from participation in, be denied the benefits of, or be otherwise subjected to
discrimination under this Contract or under any project, program, or activity su~~ported
by this Contract. The Consultant shall comply with Consultant's EEO Certification.

13. Compliance with Jury Service Prograrn

This Contract is subject to provisions of the County's ordinance entitled Contractor
Employee Jury Service (Jury Service Program) as codified in Sections 2.203.010
through 2.203.090 of the Los Angeles County Code, incorporated by reference and
made a part of this Agreement.
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a. Unless Consultant, also referred herein as Contractor, has demonstratE~d to the
County's satisfaction either that Contractor is not a Contractor as defined under the
Jury Service Program (Section 2.203.020 of the County Code) or that Contractor
qualifies for an exception to the Jury Service Program (Section 2.203.0"TO of the
County Code), Consultant shall have and adhere to a written policy that provides that
its Employees shall receive from the Contractor, on an annual basis, no less than
five days of regular pay for actual jury service. The policy may provide that
Employees deposit any fees received for such jury service with the Contractor or that
the Contractor deduct from the Employee's regular pay the fees received for jury
service.

b. For purposes of this Section, Contractor means a person, partnership, corporation
or other entity which has a Contract with the County or a subcontract with ~~ County
Contractor and has received or will receive an aggregate sum of $50,000 or more
in any 12-month period under one or more County Contracts or subcr~ntracts.
Employee means any California resident who is a full -time employee of Contractor.
Full- time means 40 hours or more worked per week, or a lesser number of hours if:
1) the lesser number is a recognized industry standard as determined by the County,
or 2) Contractor has along-standing practice that defines the lesser number of
hours as full-time. Full-time employees providing short-term, temporary services of
90 days or less within a 12-month period are not considered full-time for purposes of
the Jury Service Program. If Contractor uses any subcontractor to perform services
for the County under the Contract, the subcontractor shall also be subject to the
provisions of this Paragraph. The provisions of this Section shall be inserted into any
such subcontract Agreement and a copy of the Jury Service Program shall be
attached to the Agreement.

c. If Consultant is not required to comply with the Jury Service Program when the
Contract commences, Contractor shall have a continuing obligation to review the
applicability of its exception status from the Jury Service Program, and Contractor
shall immediately notify County if Contractor at any time either comes within the Jury
Service Program's definition of Contractor or if Contractor no longer qualifiE~s for an
exception to the Program. In either event, Contractor shall immediately implement a
written policy consistent with the Jury Service Program. The County may also
require, at any time during the Agreement and at its sole discretion, that Contractor
demonstrate to the County's satisfaction that Contractor either continues tc> remain
outside the Jury Service Program's definition of Contractor and/or that Contractor
continues to qualify for an exception to the Program.

d. Contractor's violation of this Paragraph of the Agreement may constitute a material
breach of the Agreement. In the event of such material breach, County may, in its
sole discretion, terminate the Contractor and/or bar Contractor from the award of
future County contracts for a period of time consistent with the seriousness of the
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breach.

14. Confidentiality

Consultant shall maintain the confidentiality ofall records and information, proprietary
information, software codes, trade secrets, confidential information, etc., ~rhether of
County or third parties, in accordance with all applicable Federal, State, and local laws,
rules, regulations, ordinances, directives, guidelines, policies and procedurE~s relating
to confidentiality, including, without limitation, County policies concerning information
technology security and the protection of confidential records and information.

Consultant shall indemnify, defend, and hold harmless County, its officers, ernK~loyees,
and agents, from and against any and all claims, demands, damages, liabilities,
losses, costs and expenses, including, without limitation, defense costs ~~nd legal,
accounting and other expert, consulting, or professional fees, arising from, connected
with, or related to any failure by Consultant, its officers, employees, agE~nts, nr
subconsultants, to comply with this Paragraph, as determined by County in its sole
judgment. Any legal defense pursuant to Consultant's indemnification obligations
under this Paragraph shall be conducted by Consultant and performed by counsel
selected by Consultant and approved by County. Notwithstanding the K>re;ceding
sentence;, County shall have the right to participate in any such defense at its sale cost
and expE~nse, except that in the event Consultant fails to provide County with a full and
adequatE; defense, as determined by County in its sole judgment, County shall be
entitled to retain its own counsel, including, without limitation, County Counsel, and
reimbursement from Consultant for all such costs and expenses incurred by County in
doing so. Consultant shall not have the right to enter into any settlement, agreE~ to any
injunction, or make any admission, in each case, on behalf of County without County's
prior written approval.

15. Conflict of Interest

No County employee in a position to influence the award of this Agreement or any
competing Agreement, and no spouse or economic dependent of such employee, shall
be employed in any capacity by Consultant herein, or have any other direct ar indirect
financial interest in this Agreement. No officer or employee of the Consultant wlio may
financially benefit from the performance of work hereunder shall in any way p~~rl;icipate
in the County's approval, or ongoing evaluation, of such work, or in any way attempt to
unlawfully influence the County's approval or ongoing evaluation of such work.

The Consultant shall comply with all conflict of interest laws, ordinanc;e:s, and
regulations now in effect or hereafter to be enacted during the term of this AgreE~ment.
The Consultant warrants that it is not now aware of any facts that create a conflict of
interest. 11` the Consultant hereafter becomes aware of any facts that might re<~sonably
be expected to create a conflict of interest, it shall immediately make full written
disclosure of such facts to the County. Full written disclosure shall include, lout is not
limited to, identification of all persons implicated and a complete description of ail
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relevant circumstances. Failure to comply with the provisions of this Paragra~pfi shall be
a material breach of this Agreement.

16. Consideration of Hiring County Employees Targeted for Layoff/or Re-Employment
List

Shouid the Consultant require additional or replacement personnel after the efi~ec;tive date
of this Contract to perform the services sit forth herein, the Consultant shill give first
consideration for such employment openings to qualified, permanent County employees
who are targeted for layoff or qualified, former County employees who are on a re-
employment list during the life of this Contract.

17. Consideration of Hiring GAIN/GROW Program Partic~ants

Should the Consultant require additional or replacement personnel after the .effective
date of this Contract, the Consultant shall give consideration for any such ernK~loyment
openings to participants in the County's Department of Public Social Services Greater
Avenues for Independence (GAIN) Program or General Relief Opportunity for Work
(GROW) Program who meet the Consultant's minimum qualifications for' the open
position. For this purpose, consideration shall mean that the Consultant will interview
qualified candidates. The County will refer GAIN/GROW participants by joie category
to the Consultant. Consultant shall report all job openings with job requirE~rrients to:
GAINGROW(a~dpss.lacountv.aov to obtain a list of qualified GAIN/GROW job
candidates.

In the event that both laid-off County employees and GAIN/GROW participants are
available for hiring, County employees shall be given first priority.

18. Contractor Employee Criminal Background Investigation

Each of the Contractor's and subcontractor's staff performing services sander the
Contract who is in a designated sensitive position, as determined by the County in
County's sole discretion, may undergo and pass a background investigation to the
satisfaction of County as a condition of beginning and continuing to perforr~i services
under this Contract. Such background investigation must be obtained through
fingerprints submitted to the California Department of Justice to include StatE and local
level review, which may include, but shall not be limited to, criminal conviction
information. The fees associated with the background investigation shall bE~ at the
expense of the Contractor, regarding less if the member of Contractor's staff passes or
fails the background investigation.
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19. Consultant Responsibility and Debarment

a. A responsible Consultant is a Contractor who has demonstrated the attribute of
trustworthiness, as well as quality, fitness, capacity, and experience to sati;~factorily
perform the Contract. It is the County's policy to conduct business only with
responsible Contractors. Contractor is a Contractor who has demonstr~~ted the
attribute of trustworthiness, as well as quality, fitness, capacity, and experience to
satisfactorily perform the Contract. It is the County's policy to conduct: business
only with responsible C-ontractors.

The Contractor is hereby notified that, in accordance with Chapter 2.202 of
the County Code, if the County acquires information concerning the performance of
the Contractor on this or other Contracts which indicates that the Contractor is not
responsible, the County may, in addition to other remedies provideci in the
Contract, debar the Contractor from bidding or proposing on, or being awarded,
and/or performing work on County Contracts for a specified period of time, which
generally will not exceed five years but may exceed five years or be pei~rrianent if
warranted by the circumstances, and terminate any or all existing Cor~tr.~cts the
Contractor may have with the County.

The County may debar a Contractor if the Board of Supervisors finds, in its
discretion, that the Contractor has done any of the following: (1) violatecl a term of
a Contract with the County or a nonprofit corporation created by the County; (2)
committed an act or omission which negatively reflects on the Contractor's quality,
fitness or capacity to perform a Contract with the County, any other publi~~ entity, or
a nonprofit corporation created by the County, or engaged in a pattern car practice
which negatively reflects on same; (3) committed an act or offense which indicates
a lack of business integrity or business honesty, or (4) made or submitted a false
claim against the County or any other public entity.

d. If there is evidence that the Contractor may be subject to debarrnE~nt, the
Department will notify the Contractor in writing of the evidence which is the basis
for the proposed debarment and will advise the Contractor of the scheduled date
for a debarment hearing before the Contractor Hearing Board.

e. The Contractor Hearing Board will conduct a hearing where evidence on the
proposed debarment is presented. The Contractor and/or the Contractor's
representative shall be given an opportunity to submit evidence at that hearing.
After the hearing, the Contractor Hearing Board shall prepare a tentative proposed
decision, which shall contain a recommendation regarding whether the Contractor
should be debarred, and, if so, the appropriate length of time of the deb<~rment.
The Contractor and the Department shall be provided an opportunity to object to
the tentative proposed decision prior to its presentation to the IBc~ard of
Supervisors.

After consideration of any objections, ar if no objections are submitted, a record ofthe hE~aring, the proposed decision and any other recommendation of theContactor Hearing Beard shall be presented to the Board of Supervisors. The
Board of Supervisors shall have the right to modify, deny or adopt thE~ ~~roposeddecision and recommendation of the Haaring Board.

g. If the Contractor has been debarred for a period longer than five dears, that
Contractor may, after the debarment has been in effect for at least five years,
submit a written request for review of the debarment determination to re~~uce the
period of debarment or terminate the debarment. The County may, in its
discretion, reduce the period of debarment or terminate the debarment if it finds
that the Contractor has adequately demonstrated one or more of the following: (1)
elimination of the grounds for which the debarment was imposed; (2) a bona fide
change in ownership or management; (3) material evidence discovered after
debarment was imposE~d; or (4) any other reason that is in the best interests of the
County.

The Contractor Hearing Board will consider a request for review of a debarmentdetermination only where (1) the Contractor has been debarred for a period longer
than five years; (2) the debarment has been in effect for at least five yeas; and (3)the request is in writing, states one or more of the grounds for reduction of the
debarment period or termination of the debarment, and includes C~u~~porting
documentation. Upon receiving an appropriate request, the Contractor Hearing
Board will provide notice of the hearing on the request. At the hearing, theContractor Hearing Board shall conduct a hearing where evidence on the proposedreduction of debarment period ar termination of debarment is presentee. This
hearing shall be conducted and the request for review decided by the Contractor
Hearing Board pursuant to the same procedures as for a debarment hE~aring.

The Contractor Hearing E3oard's proposed decision shall contain a
recommendation on the request to reduce the period of debarment or terrniriate thedebarment. The Contractor Hearing Board shall present its proposed decision andrecomrr~endation to the Board of Supervisors. The Board of Supervisors hall have
the right to modify, deny, or adopt the proposed decision and recommerid~~tion of
the Contractor Hearing Board.

i. These terms shall also apply to subcontractors of County Contractors.

20. Consultant's Acknowiedgem~nt of County's Commitment to the Safety SurrendE~rE~d BabyLaw

The Consultant acknowledges that the County places a high priority ~~n theimplementation of the Safely Surrendered Baby Law. The Consultant understands that itis the County's policy to encourage all County Consultants to voluntarily post the County's"Safely SurrE~ndered Baby Law" poster in a prominent position at the Consultar~Ys placeof business. The Consultant will also encourage its Subconsultants, if any, to pest thisposter in a prominent position in the Subconsultant's place of business. The C~~unty's
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Department of Children and Family Services will supply the Consultant with the poster to
be used. Information on how to receive the poster can be found on the dnl:ernet atwww.babvsafela.or .

21. Contractor's Warranty of Adherence to County's Child Support CompliancE; F'rogram

Contractor acknowledges that County has established a goal of ensuring that all
individuals who benefit financially from County through Contract are in compliance with
their court-ordered child, family, and spousal support obligations in order to mitigate
the economic burden otherwise imposed upon County and its taxpayers.

As required by County's Child Support Compliance Program (County Cody; (chapter
2.200) and without limiting Contractor's duty under this Contract to comply with all
applicable provisions of law, Contractor warrants that it is now in compliancy and shall
during the term of this Contract maintain compliance with employment ~►nd wage
reporting requirements as required by the Federal Social Security Act (42 USC
Section 653a) and California Unemployment Insurance Code Section 10138.5, and
shall implement all lawfully served Wage and Earnings Withholding Orders or District
Attorney Notices of Wage and Earnings Assignment for Child or Spousal Support,
pursuant to Code of Civil Procedure Section 706.031 and Family CodE~ ,section
5246(b).

Failure of Contractor to maintain compliance with these requirements shall con:>titute a
default by Contractor under this Contract.

22. County's Quality Assurance Plan

County, or its agent, will evaluate Consultant's pertormance under this AgreE~rrient on
not less than an annual basis. Such evaluation will include assessing Corisialtant's
compliance with all Contract terms and performance standards. Consultant
deficiencies which County determines are severe or continuing, and that may place
performance of the Agreement in jeopardy if not corrected, will be reported to tl~e Board
of Supervisors. The report will include improvement/corrective action measures taken
by County and Consultant. If improvement does not occur consistent with the
corrective action measures, County may terminate this Agreement or imposE other
penalties as specified in this Agreement.

23. County Rights

The County may employ, either during or after performance of this Contract, ;any right
of recovery the County may have against the Consultant by any means i~~ deems
appropriate including, but not limited to, set-off, action at law or in equity, withholding,
recoupment, or counterclaim. The rights and remedies of the County undE~r this
Contract are in addition to any right or remedy provided by California law.
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24. Damage to County Facilities, Buildings Grounds

a. When applicable, the Consultant shall repair, or cause to be repaired, a~t its own
cost, any and all damage to County facilities, buildings, or grounds cau:~ed by the
Consultant or employees or agents of the Consultant. Such repairs sha'dl k~e made
immediately after the Consultant has become aware of such damage, but in no
event later than thirty (30) days after the occurrence.

b. If the Consultant fails to make timely repairs, County may make any necessary
repairs. All costs incurred by County, as determined by County, for such repairs
shall b~ repaid by the Consultant by cash payment upon demand.

25. Emplo~nt Eligibility Verification

Consultant warrants that it fully complies with all Federal statutes and rE~gulations
regarding employment of aliens and others, and that all its employees perfiorming
services hereunder meet the citizenship or alien status requirements cont~~ined in
Federal statutes and regulations. Consultant shall obtain, from all covered employees
performing services hereunder, all verifications and other documerit~ition of
employment eligibility status required by Federal statutes and regulations as they
currently exist and as they may be hereafter amended. Consultant shall rf~t~iin such
documentation for all covered employees for the period prescribed bylaw. C;onsuitant
shall indemnify, defend, ar~d hold harmless County, its officers, and employees from
employer sanctions and any other liability which may be assessed against Consultant
or County in connection with any alleged violation of Federal statutes or rE~gulations
pertaining to the eligibility for employment of persons performing services sander this
Agreemenfi.

26. Facsimile/E=lectronic Representations

The County and the Consultant hereby agree to regard facsimile/~IE~ctronic
representations of original signatures of authorized officers of each panty, when
appearing in appropriate places on the amendments prepared, and received via
communications facilities, as legally sufficient evidence that such original signatures
have been affixed to amendments to this Contract, such that the parties nE;ed not
follow up facsimilelelectronic transmissions of such documents with subseq~ient (non-
facsimile/electronic) transmission of "original" versions of such documents.

27. Fair Labor Standards

Consultant shall comply with all applicable provisions of the Federal F~~ir Labor
Standards Act, and shall indemnify, defend, and hold harmless County, it:~ ~~gents,
officers, and employees from any and all liability including, but not limited to, wages,
overtime pay, liquidated damages, penalties, court costs, and attorneys' feE~s arising
under any wage and hour law including, but not limited to, the Federal F,~ir Labor
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Standards Act for services performed by Consultant's employees for which County
may be found jointly or solely liable.

28. Force Maieure

a. Neither party shall be liable for such party's failure to perform its obligations
under and in accordance with this Contract, if such failure arises out ~f fires,
floods, epidemics, quarantine restrictions, other natural occurrence:, strikes,
lockouts (other than a lockout by such party or any of such party's
subconsultants), freight embargoes, or other similar events to those described
above, but in every such case the failure to perform must be totally bE~y~nd the
control and without any fault or negligence of such party (such events are
referred to in this Paragraph as "force majeure events").

b. Notwithstanding the foregoing, a default by a subconsultant of Consultant shall
not constitute a force majeure event, unless such default arises out cif causes
beyond the control of both Consultant and such subconsultant, and without any
fault or negligence of either of them. In such case, Consultant shall not be liable
for failure to perform, unless the goods or services to be furnished by the
subconsultant were obtainable from other sources in sufficient time to permit
Consultant to meet the required performance schedule. As used in this sub-
paragraph, the term "subconsultant" and "subconsultants"mean subconsultants
at any tier.

c. in the event Consultant's failure to perform arises out of ~ force majeure event,
Consultant agrees to use commercially reasonable best efforts to obtain goods
or services from other sources, if applicable, and to otherwise mitig<~te the
damages and reduce the delay caused by such force majeure event.

29. Governing Law; Jurisdiction, and Venue

This Contract shall be governed by, and construed in accordance with, the law; of the
State of California. The Consultant agrees and consents to the exclusive jurisdiction of
the courts of the State of California for all purposes regarding this Contract and further
agrees and consents that venue of any action brought hereunder shall be exclusively in
the County of Los Angeles.

30. Independent Consultant Status

This Agreement is by and between County of Los Angeles and Consultant and is not
intended, and shall not be construed, to create the relationship of agent, servant,
employee, partnership, joint venture, or association, as between County and
Consultant. The employees and agents of one party shall not be, or be con;>trued to
be, the employees or agents of the other party for any purpose whatsoever.
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The Consultant shall be solely liable and responsible for providing to, or on ber~alf of, all
persons performing work pursuant to this Contract all compensation and benefits. The
County shell have no liability or responsibility for the payment of any salaries, wages,
unemployment benefits, disability benefits, Federal, State, or local taxer, or other
compensation, benefits, or taxes for any personnel provided by or on beh~~lf of the
Consultant. Consultant understands and agrees that all persons furnishing sErvices to
County pursuant to this Agreement are, for purposes of Workers' Cor~~p~nsation
liability, employees solely of Consultant and not of County.

Consultant shall bear the sole responsibility and liability for furnishing workers'
compensation benefits to any person for injuries arising from, or connected with,
services performed on behalf of Consultant pursuant to this Agreement.

31. Indemnification and Insurance

The Indemnification and Insurance Provisions are set forth iri Attachments ? of this
Agreement.

32. Liquidated Damages

a. If, in the judgment of the Director, or his/her designee, the Consultant is
deemed to be non-compliant with the terms and oblig~~tions assumE~d hereby,
the Director, or his/her designee, at his/her option, in addition to, or iri lieu of,
other remedies provided herein, may withhold the eni:ire monthly payment or
deduct pro rata from the Consultant's invoice for work not perfc~rrned. A
description of the work not performed and the amount to be witriheld or
deducted from payments to the Consultant from the County, will be forwarded
to the Consultant by the Director, or his/her designee, in a writi:er~ notice
describing the reasons for said action.

b. If the Director or his/her designee, determines that there are deficiencies in
the performance of this Contract that the Director, or his/her design~;e, deems
are correctable by the Consultant over a certain timE~ span, the DirE~ctor, or
his/her designee, will provide a written notice to the Consultant to correct the
deficiency within specified time frames. Should the Consultant fail to correct
deficiencies within said time frame, the Director, or his/her designee, rnay: (a)
Deduct from the Consultant's payment, pro rata, thosE~ applicable portions of
the Monthly Contract Sum; and/or (b) Deduct liquidated damage;. The
parties agree that it will be impracticable or extremely difficult to fix t:hE: extent
of actual damages resulting from the failure of the Consultant to correct a
deficiency within the specified time frame. The parties hereby agree that
under the current circumstances a reasonable estimate of such damages is
One Hundred Dollars ($100) per day per infraction, and that the Consultant
shall be liable to the County for liquidated damages in said amount. Said
amount shall be deducted from the County's payment to the Consultant;
and/or (c) Upon giving five (5) days notice to the Consultant for failure to
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correct the deficiencies, the County may correct any and all deficiencies and
the total costs incurred by the County for completion of the wc~rlc by an
alternate source, whether it be County forces or separate private Consultant,
will be deducted and forfeited from the payment to the Consultant from the
County, as determined by the County.

immediately extended to the County.

Except as otherwise provided under this Contract, when either party has knowledge
that any actual or potential situation is delaying or threatens to delay tf~e timely
performance of this Contract, that party shall, within one (1) business day, gi~ie notice
thereof, including all relevant information with respect thereto, to the other p,~rty.

37. Notice of Disputes
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The Consultant shall bring to the attention of the County's Project Manager ~~nd/or
County's Project Director any dispute between the County and the Consultant rE~g~~rding
the performance of services as stated in this Contract. If the County's Project Ma~~ager or
County's Project Director is not able to resolve the dispute, the Director of Public:: Works,
or his/her designee shall resolve it.

38. Notice to E=mployees Regardinq the Federal Earned Income Credit

Consultant shall notify its employees, and shall require each subconsultant to notify its

employees, that they may be eligible for the Federal Earned Income Credit under the
Federal income tax laws. Such notice shall be provided in accordance ~Ni1:h the

requirement set forth in Internal Revenue Service Notice 1015.

The Consultant shall notify and provide to its employees, and shall require each

subconsultant to notify and provide to its employees, a fact sheet: regarding th~~ :safely

Surrendered Baby Law, its irr~piementation in Los Angeles County, and how to aafely

surrender a baby.

a. This Contract may be terminated, in whole or in part, when such <~ction is
deemed by the County, in its sole discretion, to be in its best interest.
Termination of work hereunder shall be effected by notice of termination to the
Consultant specifying the extent to which performance of work is termin~~ted and
the date upon which such termination becomes effective. The date upon which
such termination becomes effective shall be no less than three (3) days after the
notice is sent.

b. After receipt of a notice of termination and except as otherwise directed by the
County, the Consultant shall 1) stop work under this Contract on the da'~re and to
the extent specified in such notice, and 2) complete performance of such part of
the work as shall not have been terminated by such notice.

c. All material including books, records, documents, or other evidence bearing on
the costs and expenses of the Consultant under this Contract shall be m~~iritained
by the Consultant in accordance with Record Retention and Inspection/Audit
Settlement Paragraph.

d. County shall not incur any liability to County, other than payment for work already
performed, up to the date of termination.

53. Termination for Default

b. In the event that the County terminates this Contract in whole or ire dart as
provided in this Paragraph, the County may procure, upon such terrr~s and in
such manner as the County may deem appropriate, goods and services similar to
those so terminated. The Consultant shall be liable to the County for arty and all
excess costs incurred by the County, as determined by the County, for such
similar goods and services. The Consultant shall continue the performance of
this Contract to the extent not terminated under the provisions of 1:his sub-
paragraph.
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c. Except with respect to defaults of any Subconsultant, the Consultant shall
 not be

liable for any such excess costs of the type identified in above sub-paragra

its failure to perform this Contract arises out of causes beyond the control an

without the fault or negligence of the Consultant. Such causes may include, bu

are not limited to: acts of God or of the public enemy, acts of the County in eithe

freight embargoes, and unusually severe weather; but in every case, the i~ailure to

perform must be beyond the control and without the fault or negligence of the

Consultant. If the failure to perform is caused by the default of a Subcor~sultant,

and if such default arises out of causes beyond the control of both the Cc~n~ultant

and Subconsultant, and without the fault or negligence of either of them, the

Consultant shall not be liable for any such excess costs for failure to perform

e. The rights and remedies of the County provided in this Paragraph shell no

exclusive and are in addition to any other rights and remedies provided by la

under this Contract.

54. Termination for Improper Consideration

County may, by written notice to Consultant, immediately terminate the
y right of

Consultant to proceed under this Agreement ir' it is found that considera
tion, in any

form, was offered or given by Consultant, either directly or through an interm
ediary, to

any County officer, employee, or agent with the intent of securing the Agreern
ent or

securing favorable treatment with respect to the award, amendment, or extens
ion of

the Agreement or the making of any determinations with respect to Consul
tant's

performance pursuant to the agreement. In the event of such termination, County

shall be entitled to pursue the same remedies against Consultant as it could pursu
e in

the event of default by Consultant.

Consultant shall immediately report any attempt by a County officer or emplo
yee to

solicit such improper consideration. The report shalt be made either t~o County

manager charged with the supervision of the employee or to County /~uditor-
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Controller's Employee Fraud Hotline at (800) 544-6861.

Among other items, such improper consideration may take the form of cash, discounts,

service, the provision of travel or entertainment, or tangible gifts.

55. Termination for Insolvency

The County may terminate this Contract forthwith in the event of the oc~~urrence

of any of the following: 1) Insolvency of the Consultant. The Consultant: shall be

deemed to be insolvent if it has ceased to pay its debts for at least sixty (6q) days

in the ordinary course of business or cannot pay its debts as they become due,

County Code Section 2.160.010 retained by the Contractor, shall fully comply with th

County's Lobbyist Ordinance, County Code Chapter 2.160. Failure on the part o
f the

Contractor or any County Lobbyist or County Lobbying firm retained by the Contracto
r

to fully comply with the County's Lobbyist Ordinance shall constitute a material breac
h

of this Contract, upon which the County may in its sole discretion, imrnE~diately

terminate or suspend this Contract.

57. Termination For Non-Appropriation of Funds

Notwithstanding any other provision of this Contract, the County shall not be ok~ligated

for the Consultant's performance hereunder or by any provision of this Contr~~ct during

any of the County's future fiscal years unless and until the County's Beard of

Supervisors appropriates funds for this Contract in the County's Budget for Each such

future fiscal year. In the event that funds are not appropriated for this Contract, then this

Contract shall terminate as of June 30 of the last fiscal year for which funds were

appropriated. The County shall notify the Consultant in writing of any s,uc;h non-

allocation of funds at the earliest possible date.

Agreement, and shall consist of all such services as are customarily rendered when
providing professional services of this type:

SCOPE OF SERVICES

1.1 The services to be provided by the Consultant shall consist of performing any or
all of the following types of plan review: architectural, structural, grading,
drainage, low impact development, mechanical, plumbing, disabled access,
electrical, energy conservation, and green building. The as-needed plan check
and related services that the Consultant will provide shall be in compliance with
applicable county, state and federal building laws, ordinances, regulations, and
any applicable standards related to development, construction, and building.
Plan review services may be required for public and private projects. Personnel
provided by the Consultant will be expected to perform electronic/digital plan

reviews as directed by the County.

The Consultant plan check services shall be performed by personnel who are
licensed professional engineers (State of California) and have valid certifications
from the International Conference of Building Officials (ICBO)/International Code
Council (ICC) as certified plans examiners. Structural Plan Check shall be
performed by a Registered Professional Structural Engineer. The Consultant's
personnel performing work under this Contract must have prior approval of the
Superintendent of Building and the Consultant shall warrant that the individual

will perform the following tasks as needed.

• Architectural Plan Review
• Title 24 Energy Plan Review
• Mechanical/Plumbing/Engineering Plan Review
• Electrical Engineering Plan Review
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• Civil Engineering Plan Review (grading, drainage, National Pollutant

Development (Hydromodification))
• Disabled Access Compliance Review

• Green Building Plan Review

The Consultant shall maintain records related to all plans, calculations,

and documents received. The Consultant shall provide the County, in an

approved format relating to plans reviewed, a complete list of items

requiring correction, clarification, or change to achieve compliance with

applicable building laws, ordinances, and regulations. Such plan review

lists shall bear the stamp and signature of a licensed engineer (State of

California) when required by state law.

• The dates) plans were received and reviewed by the Consultant.

• The date that the applicant/applicant's designee was notified that the

plan review was completed.

The Consultant shall perform all necessary liaisons with Public Works,

Building and Safety Division, and the permit applicant or applicant's

designee either by telephone, mail, or meeting in the offices of Building

and Safety Division, and perform all necessary rechecks to achieve

compliance with applicable building laws, ordinances, and regulations.

Plan review may be performed at the Consultants facility or at a

designated County facility as directed by the Superintendent of Building.

For plan review performed at the Consultant's facility, the Consultant

agrees to provide pick-up and return delivery of plans to Public Works,

Building and Safety Division Headquarters in Alhambra, or an agreed

designated field office.

Reviewed work by the Consultant shall comply and be consistent with the
requirements of other regulatory agencies that are required to review each

project.

For all projects, the Consultant shall verify all information as shown on the
appropriate permit application.

The Consultant shall verify the construction valuation of the project being
reviewed. The construction valuation shall be based on the most recent
"Building Valuation Guide Sheet" provided by the County or the applicant's
estimate, whichever is greater.

Where there is a disagreement concerning valuation, the final
determination will be made by the County.

For grading plans, the Consultant shall verify the number of cubic yards
graded.

documents. Plan review comments shall be presented in a format
approved by the Superintendent of Building and forwarded to Building and

Safety Division. Whenever necessary, the Consultant shall provide work

in an electronic format acceptable to the County.
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The Consultant shall meet the following service level goals in the
performance of their plan check work:

The Consultant shall notify the County in a timely manner when a service
goal cannot be met.

The Superintendent of Building or his designee (professional counterpart)
shall have final decision authority over the results of the plan review by the
Consultant and all work performed by the Consultant shall be to the
satisfaction of the County.

The Consultant shall be responsible and liable for the work performed by
their staff members and shall bear full corporate responsibilities for the
contracted work. As directed by the County, the Consultant shall provide
all necessary labor, materials, transportation, and equipment including, but
not limited to, code books (hard copy and/or digital format), digital
cameras, global positioning system units, wireless phones and/or
smartphones, and tablets to perform these services throughout the County
of Los Angeles.

1.2 Engineering, Technical Support, and Related Services

As requested, the Consultant shall furnish engineering and technical
support services, and various related activities, including but not limited to:

• Providing engineering and technical support services, certified
personnel (where applicable), and equipment associated with
building inspection, permit technician, plan review, and other related
activities.

• Field engineering, investigations, assessments, and reports.
• Providing all necessary engineering, inspection, support services as

may be required in the investigation, evaluation, and potential
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criminal prosecution of building code violations.
• Investigating and preparing responses to Board of Supervisors or

public inquiries regarding building code issues.
• Preparing letters, memorandums, reports, etc.
• Scanning or electronic conversion, and indexing, of permits,

construction plans, drawings, reports, calculations, documents,
records, maps, plot plans, etc.

• Development of public information materials, including, but not limited
to, forms, technical handouts, brochures, manuals, website
enhancements, etc.

• Provide supplemental Building and Safety related support services
including, but not limited to, review of technical documents,
preparation of engineering reports, telephone inquiry response,
public counter assistance, filing technical documents, training
seminars or classes, code development, etc.

1.3 Training for Assigned Consultant Personnel

1.3.1 As directed by the County, the Consultant's personnel assigned to
provide services for the County under the resultant Contract will be
required to attend 32 hours of training classes per calendar year (or
48 hours in the calendar year of a new code adoption). The
training classes will be dictated by the County. The Consultant
shall bear all costs for their personnel's attendance at the training
classes, including the personnel's regular salary during the course
of the training classes, attendance fees, materials fees, meals,
mileage, transportation, or lodging fees associated with the training
classes.

1.3.2 At the County's discretion, the County may provide additional job-
related training to the Consultant's personnel, either through in-
house training or through outside sponsors, at the County's
expense.

DELIVERABLES

Deliverables shall be as outlined and associated with, but are not limited to, the tasks

that are listed in the Scope of Services.
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SCHEDULE FOR SERVICES

The term of the Agreement will be for five years, commencing on the date of the full
execution of the contract. If the County authorizes the Consultant in writing to perform
services on a given project prior to the stated expiration date, then the expiration of the
Agreement shall be automatically extended solely to allow for the completion of such
services.

County may authorize unforeseen additional services and extend the contract expiration
date as necessary to complete those services when the unforeseen additional services
are directly related to the initial scope of work and are necessary for the completion of a
given project.

The Consultant shall be expected to provide plan check services within 24 hours after
County notification. Work will be on an as-needed basis.

COMPENSATION

The Consultant shall submit a schedule of hourly fees according to job classifications.

The hourly rates submitted by the Consultant must be fully-burdened. During the term

of the contract, the schedule of fees may be amended to include additional, related job

classifications upon mutual agreement between the County and the Consultant.

The Consultant shall be compensated monthly, based on work completed and approval

by the County. Public Works will reimburse the Consultant for additional copies of

reports and any other written requests outside the Scope of Services. Mileage is not

reimbursable.

Invoices shall include a detailed backup for work completed and all authorized

reimbursable expenses incurred, including daily work authorization confirmed by the

County.

The Consultant shall submit monthly payment requests showing the progress and hours

invoiced each day in each assignment. All assignments shall be billed at the rate of

compensation which is to remain unchanged for the duration of the Contract work,

except where COLAs are implemented.

Consultant shall not be compensated for training classes provided by the County of Los

Angeles unless otherwise approved by the Superintendent of Building.

Unless otherwise approved by the Superintendent of Building, where Consultant
provides services beyond 40 hours in a one-week working period, Consultant shall not
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be compensated at a rate above the hourly rate stated in Consultant's agreement with
the County of Los Angeles, for hours that exceed 40 hours.

INDEMNYFICATION

The Contractor shall indemnify, defend and hold harmless the County, its Speci
al

Districts, elected and appointed officers, employees, agents and volunteers ("C;oun
ty

Indemnitees") from and against any and all liability, including but not lirnified to

demands, claims, actions, fees, costs and expenses (including attorney and expe
rt

witness fees), arising from and/or relating to this Contract, except for such Ic~ss or

damage arising from the sole negligence or willful misconduct of the County

Indemnitees.

Ii. GENEI~AL PROVISIONS FOR ALL INSURANCE COVERAGE

Without limiting Contractor's indemnification of County, and in the performance of

this Contract and until all of its obligations pursuant to this Contract have been met,

Contractor shall provide and maintain at its own expense insurance coverage sai:i
sfying

the requirements specified in paragraphs II and III of this Attachment. These minimum

insurance coverage terms, types and limits (the "Required Insurance") also are in

addition to and separate from any other contractual obligation imposed upon Contr
actor

pursuant to this Contract. The County in no way warrants that the Required I
nsurance

is sufficient to protect the Contractor for liabilities which may arise from or rela
te to this

Contract.

A. Evidence of Coverage and Notice to County

■ Certific;ate(s) of insurance coverage (Certificate) satisfactory to County, and a

copy cif an Additional Insured endorsement confirming County and its Agents

(definE;d below) has been given Insured status under the Contractor's General

Liability policy, shall be delivered to County at the address shown bE~lc~w and

provided prior to commencing services under this Contract.

■ Renewal Certificates shall be provided to County not less than 10 days prior to

Contr~jctor's policy expiration dates. The County reserves the right to obtain

complete, certified copies of any required Contractor and/or Sub-Contractor

insurance policies at any time.

■ Certificates shall identify all Required Insurance coverage types anti limits

specified herein, reference this Contract by name or number, and b~ :signed by

an authorized representative of the insurer(s). The Insured party named on the

Certificate shall match the name of the Contractor identified as the contracting

party in this Contract. Certificates shall provide the full name of each insurer

providing coverage, its NAIC (National Association of Insurance Commis:~ioners)

identification number, its financial rating, the amounts of any policy deductibles or
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self-insured retentions exceeding fifty thousand ($50,000.00) dollars, and list any

County required endorsement forms.

Neither the County's failure to obtain, nor the County's receipt of, or failure to

object to anon-complying insurance certificate or endorsement, or any other

insurance documentation or information provided by the Contractor, its insurance

brokers) and/or insurer(s), shall be construed as a waiver of any of the FZequired

Insurance provisions.

Certificates and copies of anv required endorsements shall be emailed fio the

Contract Administrator.

Contractor also shall promptly report to County any injury or property damage

accident or incident, including any injury to a Contractor employee occurring on (:ounty

property, and any loss, disappearance, destruction, misuse, or theft of County property,

monies or securities entrusted to Contractor. Contractor also shall promptly notify

County of arty third party claim or suit filed against Contractor or any of it:~ Sub-

Contractors which arises from or relates to this Contract, and could result in the filing of

a claim or lawsuit against Contractor and/or County.

B. Additional Insured Status and Scope of Coverage

The County of Los Angeles, its Special Districts, Elected Officials, Officers,

Agents, Employees and Volunteers (collectively County and its Agents) shall be

provided additional insured status under Contractor's General Liability policy with

respect to liability arising out of Contractor's ongoing and completed operations

performed ors behalf of the County. County and its Agents additional insured status

shall apply with respect to liability and defense of suits arising out of the Contractor's

acts or omissions, whether such liability is attributable to the Contractor or to the

County. The full policy limits and scope of protection also shall apply to the County and

its Agents as an additional insured, even if they exceed the County's minimum Required

Insurance specifications herein. Use of an automatic additional insured endorsement

form is acceptable providing it satisfies the Required Insurance provisions herein.

C. Cancellation of or Changes in Insurance

Contractor shall provide County with, or Contractor's insurance policies shall

contain a provision that County shall receive, written notice of cancellation or any

change in Required Insurance, including insurer, limits of coverage, term of coverage or

policy period. The written notice shall be provided to County at least ten (10) days in

advance of cancellation for non-payment of premium and thirty (30) days in advance for

any other cancellation or policy change. Failure to provide written notice of cancellation

or any change in Required Insurance may constitute a material breach of the Contract,

in the sole discretion of the County, upon which the County may suspend or terminate

this Contract.
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D Failure to Maintain Insurance

Contractor's failure to maintain or to provide acceptable evidence that it

maintains the Required Insurance shall constitute a material breach of the Contract,

upon which County immediately may withhold payments clue to Contractor, and
/or

suspend or terminate this Contract. County, at its sole discretion, may obtain damages

from Contractor resulting from said breach. Alternatively, the County may purchase the

Required Insurance, and without further notice to Contractor, deduct the premium cost

from sums due to Contractor or pursue Contractor reimbursement.

E. Insurer Financial Ratings

Coverage shall be placed with insurers acceptable to the County with A.M. Best

ratings of not less than A:VII unless otherwise approved by County.

F Contractor's Insurance Shall Be Primary

Contractor's insurance policies, with respect to any claims related 'to this

Contract, shall be primary with respect to all other sources of coverage avail<~ble to

Contractor. Any County mainfiained insurance or self-insurance coverage shall be in

excess of and not contribute to any Contractor coverage.

G. Waivers of Subrogation

To the fullest extent permitted by law, the Contractor hereby waives its rights and

its insurer(s)' rights of recovery against County under all the Required Insurance for a
ny

logs arising from or relating to this Contract. The Contractor shall require its insurers
 to

execute any waiver of subrogation endorsements which may be necessary tc~ effect

such waiver.

H. Sub-Contractor Insurance Coverage Requirements

Contractor shall include all Sub-Contractors as insureds under Contractor's own

policies, or shall provide County with each Sub-Contractor's separate evidEnce of

in>urance coverage. Contractor shall be responsible for verifying each Sub-Contrac
tor

complies with the Required Insurance provisions herein, and shall require th~~t each

Sub-Contractor name the County and Contractor as additional insureds on the Sub-

Cc~ntractor's General Liability policy. Contractor shall obtain County's prior review and

approval of any Sub-Contractor request for modification of the Required Insurance.

Deductibles and Self-Insured Retentions (SIRs)

Contractor's policies shall not obligate the County to pay any portion of any

Contractor deductible or SIR. The County retains the right to require Contr~~ctor to

reduce or eliminate policy deductibles and SIRs as respects the County, or to provide a

bond guaranteeing Contractor's payment of all deductibles and SIRs, including all

related claims investigation, administration and defense expenses. Such bond ~~hall be

e>cecuted by a corporate surety licensed to transact business in the State of California.
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J. Claims Made Coverage

If any part of the Required Insurance is written on a claims made basis, any
policy retroactive date shall precede the effective date of this Contract. Contractor
understands and agrees it shall maintain such coverage for a period of not les,~ than
three (3) years following Contract expiration, termination or cancellation.

K. Application of Excess Liability Coverage

Contractors may use a combination of primary, and excess insurance policies
which provide coverage as broad as the underlying primary policies, to satisfy the
Required Insurance provisions.

L. Separation of Insureds

All liability policies shall provide cross-liability coverage as would be afforded by
the standard ISO (Insurance Services Office, Inc.) separation of insureds provision with
no insured versus insured exclusions or limitations.

M. Alternative Risk Financing Programs

The County reserves the right to review, and then approve, Contractor use of
self-insurance, risk retention groups, risk purchasing groups, pooling arrangements and
captive insurance to satisfy the Required Insurance provisions. The County end its
AgE~nts shall be designated as an Additional Covered Party under any ap~~roved
program.

N. County Review and Approval of Insurance Requirements

The County reserves the right to review and adjust the Required Insurance
provisions, conditioned upon County's determination of changes in risk exposures.

III. INSURANCE COVERAGE

A Commercial General Liability insurance (providing scope of coverage equivalent
to ISO policy form CG 00 01), naming County and its Agents as an additional insured,
with limits of riot less than:

General Aggregate: $2 million

Products/Completed Operations Aggregate: $1 million

Personal and Advertising Injury: $1 million

Each Occurrence: $1 million

B. Automobile Liability insurance (providing scope of coverage equivalent to tS0
policy form CA 00 01) with limits of not less than $1 million for bodily injury and property
darnage, in combined or equivalent split limits, for each single accident. Insurar~c~ shall
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cover liability arising out of Contractor's use of autos pursuant to this Contract, including

owned, leased, hired, and/or non-owned autos, as each may be applicable.

C. Workers Compensation and Employers' Liability insurance or qualified self-

insurance satisfying statutory requirements, which includes Employers' Liability

coverage with limits of not less than $1 million per accident. If Contractor will provide

leased employees, or, is an employee leasing or temporary staffing firm or a

professional employer organization (PEO), coverage also shall include an Alternate

Employer Endorsement (providing scope of coverage equivalent to ISO policy form WC

00 03 01 A) naming the County as the Alternate Employer, and the endorsement form

shall be modified to provide that County will receive not less than thirty (30) days

advance written notice of cancellation of this coverage provision. If applicable to

Contractor's operations, coverage also shall be arranged to satisfy the requirements of

any federal workers or workmen's compensation law or any federal occupational

disease law.

D. Professional Liability/Errors and Omissions

Insurance covering Contractor's liability arising from or related to this Contract,

with limits of not less than $1 million per claim and $2 million aggregate. Further,

Contractor understands and agrees it shall maintain such coverage for a period of not

less than three (3) years following this Contract's expiration, termination or cancellation.
